REPORT OF AUDITOR

Gentlemen : 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 142, Chap- 
ter 91, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the 
financial records of the Town of Greenwood have been audit- 
ed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1956. 


As required by Section 145, Chapter 91, Revised Sta- 
tutes of 1954, one copy of the report has been forwarded to 
the State Department of Audit. 


The examination was made in accordance with the re- 
comendations of the National Committee on Governmental 
Accounting for a limited general audit. Audit analysis was 
on a basis consistent with the preceding year and included 
all procedures considered necessary. Insofar as could be 
ascertained within the scope of the audit, the financial trans- 
actions of the Town appear to have been appropriately han- 
dled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the aecom- 
panying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report 
present the results of the financial operations of the Town 
for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF GREENWOOD 
January 1, 1956 to December 31, 1956 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Green- 
wood has been completed for the municipal year ended 
December 31, 1956. The audit included an examination of 
the financial records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Tax Collector and Town Treasurer and the town meeting 
records of the Town Clerk. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations re- 
vealed that the available funds exceeded expenditures by 
$3,157.33. Overdrafts and unexpended balance are sum- 
marized as follows: 


Operating Accounts— 


Unexpended Balances $6,181.11 
Overdrafts 3,023.78 


Net Unexpended Balance $3,157.33 


However, overdrafts were noted in a number of operat- 
ing accounts totalling $3,023.78, particularly in the Summer 
Roads, Winter Roads and ‘Town Officers Salaries accounts. 
In this connection it is noted that the Town officers appear 
to lack authority to expend greater sums than those authorized 
at Town meetings, except that in emergencies highway ap- 
propriations may be exceeded by 15 percent. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $18,527.44 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the National Bank of Commerce, 
Portland, Maine (Schedule A-1). 


Other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances 
shown on the Selectmen’s records. Investments were verified 
by examination of the bonds in custody of the Treasurer. 
Letters of verification were utilized on a sample basis and 
receipts issued since the close of the year were reviewed to 
verify other balances. 
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Liabilities 
The Town had no recorded liabilities at the year end. 
Reserves and Surplus 


The appropriation account balances at the year end 
totaled $1,181.29 (Exhibit D), representing educational bal- 
ances carried forward as required by Statute. 


The unappropriated surplus at the year end_ totaled 
$17,772.92, a net increase of $419.35 over the previous year 
This increase was occasioned principally by the excess of 
available funds over expenditures of $3,157.33 less appro- 
priations from surplus approved by the townspeople of 
$2.824.95. Detail is shown in Exhibit C. 


Debt Fund 


Notes payable in the amount of $1,000.00 were paid 
during the year under review, eliminating the debt fund 
from the balance sheet at the year end. 


Trust and Reserve Funds 


Trust fund principals totaled $1,168.00 while unexpend- 
ed income amounted to $259.33. These were represented by 
time deposits of $1,620.98, with the amount of $193.65 due 
the general fund. 


The Road Improvement fund of $1,861.79 was repre- 
sented by a time deposit of $861.79 and a U. 8. Treasury 
Bond in the amount of $500.00. 


The Fire Protection fund at the year end amounted to 
£631.94. The fund was represented by a time deposit of 
$1,346.74, with the amount of $714.80 due the general fund. 


General 


The examination of the Town Clerk’s records revealed 
that transfers from surplus to certain operating accounts 
totaling $2,824.95 were authorized by the townspeople. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to 
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the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
External verifications were utilized on a sample basis to 
determine the accuracy of recorded assets. Receipts, vouch- 
ers and cancelled checks were examined for a selected period 
Major fluctuation in revenue and expense were reviewed. 
Insurance and bond coverayves were reviewed. Excise tax 
collections were verified by examination of the eopies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. 


Included in the report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the Town at December 31, 1956, and the result of its oper- 
ations for the year then ended.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 


For the second year it becomes necessary to ask for an 
increase in school funds. This year the increase is approx- 
mately $1,500. The requirements are about three thousand 
greater than last year but an increase in the expected state 
fund cuts this in half. The largest items of increase are 
about: $2,000 more for high school tuition and half that 
amount for teachers’ salaries. 


Tentative figures from other towns in Maine show prob- 
able average increases of 10-12% over last year. The above 
indicated increase for Greenwood is slightly over 7%, well 
below the average. The state average for increases in teach- 
ers’ salaries will fall between $200 and $300. Your teachers 
will receive increases of one hundred, showing that they are 
well below what they should be. 


As long as high school costs in the state continue to go up 
we must expect to pay an increasing amount for high school 
tuition. Only if the number of pupils drops sharply ean we 
expect any reduction. 


Your school committee decided to use the $300 donation 
from Ekeo Foundation to again operate a school lunch pro- 
gram. One hundred dollars of this is used by the rural 
schools for purchase of soups and fruit juices. The remain- 
ing two hundred supports the Locke Mills program which 
operates under agreement with State and Federal Govern- 
ments. An excellent program is now in operation for the 
winter term. Ekeo has again donated the same amount 
which will be used next year in a similar manner There 
seems to be no better way to use this than toward the improve- 
ment of the nutrition of your children. Many thanks to 
Ekeo Foundation !

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett. a constable in the Town of Greenwood, 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke Mills village, in said town, on Monday, the 
Fourth day of Mareh, 1957, at ten o’ectock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following articles, to wit:

Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to elect a road com- 


missioner or commissioners, establish their number, and fix 
their pay. 


Art. 8. To elect a commissoner or commissioners. 
Art. 9. To elect one member of the school committee for 


three years, and all other necessary town offieers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the following accounts. 
1. School maintenance. 
2. Repairs. 
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Art.11. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for the year of 1956. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local services. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid Road Construction un- 
der provisions of section 19, Chap. 28 R. S. of 1930 or under 
provisions of section 3, Chap. 289, Public Laws of 1937.

Art. 22. To see what sums per. hour the town will vote to 
pay men, trucks, teams, and tractors for labor on the town 
roads. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to accept the gift of 
$250.00 from Ekco Foundation, to be used for the purchase 
of portable firefighting equipment. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to repair sidewalks on Main Street. 
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Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasurer’s 
and tax collector’s bonds. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to insure the town equipment against property 
damage and personal liability. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to procure temporary loans in anti- 
cipation of taxes for the purpose of paying obligations of 
the town; such loans to be paid during the current municipal 
year out of monies raised during said year by taxes, and loans 
not to exceed in the aggregrate $18,000.00. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to sell such real estate acquired by 
tax liens as they may deem advisable for the best interest 
of the town and convey the same by quit claim deed. Such 
real estate to be advertised for thirty days. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate a sum of money to tar the improved sections of Howe 
Hill Road and Bird Hill Road, and Crazy Knoll Road. 


Art. 30. A. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the equipment account. 


B. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purchase of road equipment. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to repair the camp 
road on the east side of Twitchell Pond, leading to the cot- 
tages of W. C. Goodwin of Norway and eighteen other cot- 
tage owners and taxpayers of the town of Greenwood. 


Art. 32. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for the purposes of the above article. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for permanent repairs of the bridge 
between Yates’ Corner and Kinsley’s Crossing (so-called) and 
fix that sum. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for building a kitchen at the Locke 
Mills school and fix that sum. 
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Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote (a) to enter into a 
street lighting contract with Central Maine Power Company 
for a term of not less than ten (10) years covering the 
Town’s existing street lighting system and such additional 
installations as may be installed in accordance with the 
provisions of the contract; the Town to pay to Central Maine 
Power Company for the street lighting service furnished and 
delivered to it under the provisions of the contract the sums 
prescribed by the Company’s applicable rate schedule, which 
in no event shall be less than 90 per cent of the maximum 
amount of the Company’s monthly billing to the Town for 
the street lighting service contracted for under the Company’s 
applicable rate schedule during any previous twelve months’ 
period expiring on the anniversary date of the contract, and 
(b) to authorize the Selectmen or the Town Manager to 
execute and deliver to Central Maine Power Company said 
street lighting contract. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $348.00 necessary to cover the street lighting 
service to the Town for the current fiscal year under the 
contract with Central Maine Power Company.

To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate the sum of $300.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the control of 
the White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with R. 8S.

Two dollars per tree recommended by the Maine Forest 
Service. 


Art. 48. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the town dump. 


Art. 44. To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate a sum of money for Rumford Community Hospital. 


Art. 45. A. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for Civil Defense and Public 
Safety. 


B. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to pay expenses of local Civil 
Defense Directors. 


Art. 46. To see if the town will vote to raise and approp- 
riate a sum of money to survey town owned land. 


Art. 47. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
